I  am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1964. 

The  year  19G3-64  marks  the  ninety-sixth  year  of  the  operation  of  the  University. 
Prior  to  1911  statements  of  the  financial  operations  appeared  only  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  since  1909  have  contained  the  annual  and  biennial 
budgets.  Since  July  1,  1911,  separate  reports  have  been  published  showing  the 
financial  operations  of  each  year.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a  compre- 
hensive and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  periods 
covered,  for  the  information  and  reference  of  all  persons  concerned  or  interested. 

A  summary  of  the  principal  facts,  concerning  the  fiscal  year's  operation  is  pre- 
sented on  page  5  and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  summary  exhibits  and  schedules. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined 
by  Lybrand,  Ross  Bros.  &  Montgomery,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  their 
report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

SUMMARY 
Scope  of  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  t ho  Comptroller  covers  the  financial  transactions  of  all  funds  of  the  University  for 

which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  responsible.  Appropriations  to  the  University  made  by  the  General  Assembly 
from  tax  funds  and  Universities  Building  bund  and  receipts  from  student  fees  and  certain  federal  grants  de- 
posited with  the  Slate  are  disbursed  through  the  ollice  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The  Hoard  of  Trustees  is  au- 
thorized by  law  to  receive  and  disburse  funds  from  other  federal  grants,  operation  of  storerooms  and  service 
departments,  auxiliary  enterprises  and  self-supporting  activities,  and  all  trust  funds.  The  Hoard  also  main- 
tains, by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  working  cash  fund  for  emergency  payments  which  is  reimbursed 
from  current  State  appropriations. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  maintained  and  its  reports  presented  in  accordance  with  standards 
recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  a  Manual  on  College  and  University  Business 
Administration.  Volume  1.  Auxiliary  enterprises  are  reported  on  an  accrual  basis  and  all  other  activities  on 
a  modified  accrual  basis.  Income  is  generally  recorded  as  cash  is  received,  or  when  a  charge  sale  is  made  with 
the  exception  of  summer  tuition  where  the  portion  applicable  to  the  following  year  is  deferred.  All  obligations 
are  paid  as  soon  as  practicable  after  they  become  payable. 

Gross  Assets  as  of  June  30,  1964,  Were  $438,485,962,  an  Increase  During  1963-64  of  $37,387,715 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  total  assets  of  $401,098,247.     This  was  increased  by 

$37,387,715  during  1963-04  (July  1,  1963-June  30,  1964)  to  $438,485,962  as  of  June  30,   1964.     The  analysis

From  current  income  for  the  year  and  working  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  appropriations  of 
$1,507,473  were  transferred  to  unexpended  plant  funds  (Exhibits  B  and  E). 

Working  Balance  of  Current  Funds  at  Close  of  Year  Was  $2,014,640,  an  Increase  of  $1,051,873 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  of  $962,767. 
Current  operating  income  for  the  year  exceeded  current  expenditures  by  $3,722,880.  Net  increases  in  surplus 
reserves  (mainly  in  surplus  reserved  for  reappropriations)  amounted  to  $1,163,534.  The  sum  of  $1,507,473 
was  appropriated  and  transferred  to  unexpended  plant  funds.  After  allowing  for  these  changes  there  remained 
as  of  June  30,  1964,  a  free  balance  of  $2,014,640  (Exhibit  B).  The  increase  in  the  general  reserve  during  the 
year  thus  amounted  to  $1,051,873. 

Sales  of  Self-Supporting  Activities  Totaled  $3,655,019  While  Expenditures  Were  $3,255,976 

Sales  of  self-supporting  activities,  taken  into  income  during  the  year,  were  $3,655,019.  Expenditures 
made  during  the  same  period  totaled  $3,255,976.  Where  income  exceeds  expenditures,  the  excess  is  reserved 
for  the  respective  activities  as  a  protection  against  possible  future  deficits. 

Gifts,  Grants  and  Contracts  from  Private  Sources  to  the  University  of  Illinois  and  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
Foundation  Amounted  to  $5,861,952 

The  University  receives  a  number  of  funds,  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies  or  persons. 
These  funds,  which  have  been  included  in  the  foregoing  figures  relating  to  current  income,  represent  gifts  and 
grants  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  them  are  in  the  form  of  endowments  from  which  only 
the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  designated.

The  University  was  also  the  recipient  of  additional  Federal  grants  (not  included  in  income  shown  above) 
for  student  loans  and  for  plant  additions  during  the  past  year.  From  appropriations  under  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  student  loan  program,  the  University  received  $579,195.  For  plant  additions,  the  University 
received  $1,573,077  from  various  agencies  of  the  Federal  government.  In  addition,  bonds  issued  by  the  Uni- 
versity in  the  amount  of  $2,400,000  were  purchased  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  to  assist  in  the 
construction  of  additional  student  facilities. 

Income  from  Special  State  of  Illinois  Research  and  Service  Projects  Totaled  $1,023,780 

The  University  engages  in  several  research  and  service  projects  for  other  agencies  and  departments  of  the 
State  of  Illinois.  Expenditures  made  during  the  year  for  these  projects  totaled  $1,023,780  and  are  included  in 
Schedule  B-2  under  the  classifications  and  in  the  amounts  indicated  below:

The  research  contracts  and  grants  from  private  sources,  United  States  Government  and  State  of  Illinois 
provide  for  payment  of  direct  costs  of  the  programs  and  a  large  majority  allow  for  indirect  costs  resulting  from 
such  projects.  A  substantial  portion  of  these  contracts  allow  full  reimbursement  of  all  indirect  costs  resulting 
from  their  operation. 

From  indirect  costs  recovered  from  private  gifts  and  grants,  United  States  Government  and  State  of 
Illinois  programs,  the  sums  of  $83,539;  $3,292,727;  and  $28,098,  respectively,  were  included  in  current  income. 
In  addition,  on  indirect  costs  recovered  from  private  gifts  and  grants,  an  amount  of  $100,000  was  transferred 
to  general  income.  (As  shown  above  under  income  from  the  United  States  Government,  the  sum  of  $400,000 
was  transferred  to  general  income  from  indirect  costs  recovered  from  United  States  Government  contracts.)

Income  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises  Totaled  $18,424,798 

Activities  described  as  "auxiliary  enterprises"  include  housing,  union  buildings,  bookstores,  Assembly 
Hall  and  hospital  and  medical  services.  The  total  income  of  these  activities  for  the  year,  the  accounts  of  which 
are  kept  on  an  accrual  basis,  amounted  to  $18,424,798.  Operating  expenses  amounted  to  $13,957,141  leaving 
an  excess  of  income  over  expenses  of  $4,467,657  available  for  debt  service  and  plant  improvement.    The  sum 
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of  $3,639,569  was  transferred  to  sinking  funds  or  accrued  for  debt  service,  $1-19,075  was  used  to  increase  the 
University  equity  in  and  pay  the  interest  on  properties  held  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  and 
$84,314  was  used  for  plant  replacement  or  improvement.  The  remainder  was  reserved  for  the  respective  activ- 
ities against  possible  future  deficits. 

More  detailed  information  and  statements  of  the  auxiliary  activities  included  above  are  presented  in  a 
separate  report  entitled,  "University  of  Illinois  Annual  Financial  Report  of  Auxiliary  Services." 

Student  Loan  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1964,  Totaled  $3,079,778,  an  Increase  of  $729,197  During  1963-64 

Student  loan  funds  of  the  1'niversity  consist  of  private  gifts,  which  have  amounted  to  81,035,297  and  grants 
(including  matching  University  funds)  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  which  have  amounted  to 
$1,815,294.  These  amounts,  plus  income  after  allowing  for  operating  expenses,  have  created  a  loanable  prin- 
cipal as  of  June  30,  1904,  of  $3,079,778  as  compared  with  $2,350,581,  June  30,  1903  (Exhibit  C).  Principal 
additions  during  the  current  year  included:  grants  (including  matching  University  funds)  under  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act  of  8013,551  and  $55,507,  gifts  to  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  transferrer! 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  for  loan  administration.    Income  exceeded  operating  expenses  by  $15,913. 

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $1,141,308  and  loans  collected,  $458,954.  Loans  outstanding 
June  30,  1964,  amounted  to  82,780,481  as  compared  with  $2,098,127  as  of  June  30,  1903.  Of  the  amount  of 
outstanding  loans  97.3',  are  not  yet  due,  and  2.7%  have  matured  and  are  past  due.  Collections  are  being 
made  on  most  of  the  latter. 

University's  Endowment  and  Other  Non-Expendable  Funds  as  of  June  30,  1964,  from  Public  Sources  Totaled 
$649,013  and  from  Private  Sources  $6,473,643 

Although  the  University  is  not  one  of  the  institutions  commonly  spoken  of  as  "endowed,"  it  has  received 
a  number  of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  an  endowment  fund  was 
constituted  from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  act.  This  fund  now  represents 
a  permanent  principal  of  $049,013  (Exhibits  A  and  D).  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum.  For  this  purpose,  the 
sum  of  $64,902  is  now  included  in  the  biennial  appropriation  for  current  expense  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
from  tax  revenues.    The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  a  number  of  gifts,  from  which  the  income  alone  may  be  expended,  have; 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies.  These  gifts,  totaling  $6,473,643  as  of  June  30,  1964,  have 
been  made  for  the  following  purposes:

The  proportion  of  preferred  and  common  stock  to  the  total  invested  in  securities  as  of  June  30,  1964,  was 
42.0%  as  compared  with  42.3%  as  of  June  30,  1963.  The  average  income  based  on  cost  value  of  pooled  endow- 
ment securities  for  1963-64  was  5.1%  as  compared  with  4.9%  in  1962-63.  The  average  income  of  the  Miller 
estate  securities  held  for  endowment  purposes  for  1963-64  was  5.5%  as  compared  with  5.3%  last  year.  In 
making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  donor,  follows  the 
provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute  which  places  the  entire  responsibility  for  selection  of  invest- 
ments on  trustees. 

Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  pooled  securities  are  carried  to  a  "Reserve  for  Gains  and  Losses  on  Pooled 
Investments"  account.    As  of  June  30,  1964,  the  balance  (cumulative  net  gain)  amounted  to  $209,411. 

Total  investments  (cost  value)  as  of  June  30,  1964,  were  $5,445,650,  as  compared  with  a  market  value  of 
$7,611,549.    Income  on  these  investments  was  $355,644  in  1963-64. 

Income  earned  from  all  endowments  was  $424,653.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  a  balance  in  unexpended  plant  funds  of  $77,690,486.  To 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $1,507,473  was  added  from  current  income;  $5,379,318  from  special  State  appropria- 
tions (including  Universities  Building  Fund);  $1,573,077  from  United  States  Government  grants;  $72,894  from 
gifts  from  private  sources;  $14,900,000  from  proceeds  of  University  bond  issues;  $1,042,624,  net,  transferred 
from  restricted  current  funds  and  $12,167,  net,  from  other  sources.  After  allowing  for  expenditures  listed 
above  and  $2,812,557  of  expenditures  not  capitalized  there  remained  on  June  30,  1964,  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $54,839,403  available  for  expenditure  in  1964-65  (Exhibit  E). 

Debt  Obligations  on  Various  Buildings 

During  recent  years  the  University  has  carried  out  several  building  projects  through  the  issuance  of  debt 
obligations  on  a  self-liquidating  and  supplemental  fee  basis.  Total  additions  to  sinking  funds  on  these  projects 
during  1963-64  were  $5,067,762  (Exhibit  F).  Principal  payments  made  totaled  $996,000.  Indebtedness  re- 
maining on  these  projects  amounted  to  $77,771,000  as  of  June  30,  1964.  A  balance  of  $4,400,456  remained  in 
sinking  funds  as  of  June  30,  1964,  to  apply  on  future  payments. 

Pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  1961  Illinois  Legislature,  amended  by  the  1963  Legislature,  certain  University 
facilities  projects  have  been  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest  and  have  been  undertaken  by  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority.  The  University  pays  such  amounts  as  will  cover  all  service  of  debt  in  connection  with  the 
facilities  projects  undertaken  for  its  benefit.  When  the  debt  is  completely  retired,  the  assets  will  be  transferred 
to  the  University  accounts.  Until  that  time  the  University  will  record  an  equity  in  these  assets  equal  to  the 
amount  of  principal  retired  on  the  indebtedness. 

At  June  30,  1964,  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  had  undertaken  projects  to  cost  $11,224,646  for  the 
benefit  of  the  University.  Annual  payments  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  will  be  $930,700  through  1978 
and  $444,410  from  1979  through  1988  for  these  projects  in  progress  June  30,  1964.     Payments  to  the  Illinois 
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Building  Authority  during  the  year  ended  Juno  30,  1964  amounted  to  $1,446,559,  none  of  which  was  applicable 
to  principal  payments;  therefore  none  of  this  amount  was  included  as  equity  in  the  University  balance  sheet. 
The  University  is  also  acquiring  additional  facilities  through  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  and 
the  Medical  Center  Steam  Company.  Outstanding  indebtedness  of  these  projects  at  .June  30,  L964,  amounted 
to  $1,906,577  and  $."1,395,713  respectively.  Annual  payments  in  varying  amounts  arc  made  by  the  University 
to  retire  this  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  individual  project  agreements.

Expenditures  for  plant  additions,  as  previously  stated,  totaled  $51,102,821.  Other  additions  (gifts,  etc.) 
totaled  $1,304,118.  Deductions  and  adjustments  amounted  to  $1,007,903,  making  net  additions  of  $51,398,970 
for  the  year  (Exhibil  <  I

The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bulk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpose, 
however,  have  amounted  to  $8,121,109;  funds  borrowed,  $99,035,904;  and  United  States  Government  grants, 
$8,814,322.  Of  funds  borrowed,  the  sum  of  $13,049,202  has  been  repaid  from  earnings  and  the  sum  of  $2,853,352 
has  been  repaid  from  State  appropriations,  leaving  $83,133,290,  outstanding  and  unpaid  as  of  June  30,  1904.

Stock  Issued  During  the  Year  Totaled  $7,338,063,  and  Jobs  Closed  Out  Amounted  to  $18,806,824 

Storeroom  balances  of  $1,319,246  were  brought  forward  July  1,  1963.  Purchases  and  expenses  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $7,459,142  while  stock  issued  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  $7,338,063.  After 
transferring  a  surplus  from  operations  of  $78,976  to  general  University  income  there  remained,  as  of  June  30, 
1964,  balances  of  $1,519,301. 

In  service  departments,  jobs  closed  out  during  the  year  amounted  to  $18,806,824.  Included  in  this  total 
are:  physical  plant  jobs,  $10,795,585;  telephone  systems,  $1,687,752;  medical  center  steam  plant,  $1,185,951; 
print  shop,  $563,612;  laundry,  $402,649;  tabulating,  $368,010;  car  pool,  $318,110;  air  travel,  $268,121;  pho- 
tography, $250,240;  medical  research  laboratory,  $200,719;  architectural  overhead,  $164,636;  stenographic, 
$157,211;  mailing  center,  $154,365;  machine  repair,  $107,673. 

Deposits  as  of  June  30,  1964,  Totaled  $421,996 

Deposits  made  with  the  University  by  individuals  for  various  purposes  during  1963-64  totaled  $317,910 
and  withdrawals  were  $175,208.    There  remained  as  of  June  30,  1964,  a  balance  of  $421,996. 

Receipts  for  Operation  of  Endowment  Properties  During  1963-64  Totaled  $393,476 

Balances  for  operation  of  endowment  properties  brought  forward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  amounted  to 
$268,639.  Receipts  during  the  year  totaled  $393,476  while  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  $239,815. 
After  transferring  $150,900  to  endowment  income  accounts,  a  balance  of  $271,400  remained  as  of  June  30,  1964. 

Retirement  System 

The  University  spent  $3,035,524  (Schedule  B-2)  on  security  benefits  for  its  staff  during  1963-64.  The 
University  Retirement  System  provides  retirement,  death  and  disability  benefits.  Persons  retired  before  the 
system  was  inaugurated  in  1941  are  paid  directly  by  the  University. 

University  of  Illinois  Foundation 

The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  is  a  separate,  not-for-profit  corporation  established  to  handle  trusts, 
receive  gifts,  license  patents  and  render  other  services  to  the  University,  and  is  managed  by  a  separate  Board 
of  Directors.    Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  I  of  this  report. 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois 

The  Athletic  Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  a  separate  corporation  to  direct  intercollegiate 
athletics,  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  and  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University.    Statements  are  included  as  Appendix  II  of  this  report. 

The  University  of  Illinois  Alumni  Association 

The  University  of  Illinois  Alumni  Association  is  a  separate  corporation  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
University  as  an  educational  agency  and  maintain  contact  with  alumni  of  the  University,  and  is  managed  by 
a  Board  of  Directors  elected  by  the  active  members  of  the  Association.  Statements  are  included  as  Appendix 
III  of  this  report.
